years has I'lierc been such serious and ge"cral interruption of 
traffic. The railroads 'arid street railways have been struggling 
with adverse conditions for many weeks, many lines bf Hie 
1 letter having been put out of commission, in which condition 


they still remain. Mails and freight have been delayed, and 
people with the hardihood jo risk travel at such a time reached 
their deslin:iticms' when they arrived. 
In many places there 


have been coal shortages clue to the trying conditions, and if 
has been a season of great-discomfort' all along the line. Here 
and in many parts of New England there was a successful 
volunteer movement last Sunday for opening up the railroad 
and trolley li"es and, much was accompiishcd'fowar'1 the relief 
of the situation.
